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FOREWORD 

Although  scientific  papers  have  comprised  the  major  feature  of 
annual  meetings  of  the  American  Malacological  Union  since  its  inception 
in  1931 , not  until  1949  were  they  printed  in  abstracted  form  in  the  annual 
report  bulletins.  Since  these  abstracts  in  some  cases  have  been  quite 
comprehensive,  their  value  as  reference  material  is  being  enhanced  with 
the  compilation  of  this  index. 

It  appears  in  three  parts,  beginning  with  (1)  a chronological  listing  of 
the  dates,  places  and  chairmen  of  the  annual  meetings,  including  those 
of  the  Pacific  Division,  (2)  an  author  index  wherein  titles  appear 
verbatim  in  chronological  order,  and  (3)  a reference  index  in  several 
parts.  Here  titles  have  been  transposed  to  present  subject  matter  in 
alphabetical  order,  at  times  cross-indexed  under  two  or  more  headings.
